Tokyo, Yesterday. ; 

A Rengo message from Tai- 
hoku, Formosa, states that 
tribesmen counter-attacked at the 
village of Musha.last night, and 
after a short, fierce combat 
two Japanese policemen were kill- 
ed. An infantry company is ad- 


vancing to Musha to reinforce the 
Police. It is officially reported 


" [that tribesmen cut-off the heads 


of many of their victims and car? 


ried them off. when they evacuat- 
ed Musha. Over 80 corpses have 
thus far been recovered. Three 
hundred and eight . persons were

- [The tribes' of ‘Formosa, which are’ 
estimated to number 104,334, com- 
‘prise ‘the subjugated aborigines, who 
largely intermingled with the in- 
ase, and the’ uncivilised aborigines of 
the castern region who refuse to re- 


cogaise authority and carry on raids, 
as the opportunity occurs, The- semi- 
civillsed aborigines, who adopted the 
Chinese language, dress and customs, 
were called Pc-po-hwan (Anglice, 
Pepu-hoans), while . their wilder 
brethren bear the name of .Chinhwan, 
or “green savages,” otherwise Sheng- 
fan or “wild jsavages.’ They appear 
to belong to the Malay stock, and 


thelr language bears out the supposi- |. 


tion, “They ‘are broken up into, almost 
countless tribes and ‘clans; many of 
which number . only a few hundred 


individuals, and ‘their language con-|°

The 
custom of tattooing is ‘universal. In 
the north of the {sland the dead are 
burled ina sitting posture under the 
bed on which they. have expired.

The Royal indian Marine Troop- 
ship Warren Hastings sailed from 
Cape Town on January 8, 1897, 
under the command of. Commander 
CG. E Holland, D.5.0., with the 
Headquarters of The King’s, Royal 
Rifle. Corps, Colonel Foreatier 
Walker commanding, and one wing 
of the 2nd Battalion York and Lan- 
enster Regiment, under Major Fitz- 
patrick, bound for Mauritiua.< In 
all.there were 1,246 souls on board, 
of whom 17 were wives of officers 
or men, and ten children. 

All went well on the voyage, 
and on the evening of the 12th a 
concert was given in the saloon to 
celebrate the landing in the next 
fey hours, the pleasure of which 
was,'for the nervous,’ ‘somewhat 
marred by one ofthe officers aing- 
ing the ‘Wreck ' of the Hesperus.
